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shall in Such ease be taken and deemed tql  be the as-
sessment roll of such iown, for all purposes whatever. 

SEC. 3. For all services peffornied by a Clerk of the  
Board of Supervisors under the provisions of this act, Sheriff. 
he shall be entitled to a reasonable compensation to be 
allowed by the County Board of Supervisors, and paid 
out of the County. Treasury and charged over to the 
proper town. The Sheriff shall be entitled to the same 
compensation for services performed under the provi-
sions of this aet as are allowed Town Treasurers for 
similar services, to be collected and paid in the same 
manner. 

SEC. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.
